Device to Avoid Ocean Collisions.

INSUBORDINATE 
SOLDIERS. 


Another battalion of 
the 
Grenadier 


Guards, one of the crack regiments of the 
British army, has mutinied. 
The men 


were stationed at Chelsea barracks, near 
London, and refused to obey orders to 
parade, boms of the men wero arrested 
and an investigation into the cause of the 
mutiny was ordered. 
The guards alleged 


that they jhad long been subjected to a* 
series of annoying drills for which there ia 
no cause or reason, except the convenience 
ot the officers. 


About a year ago another battalion of 


the Guards mutinied and were ordered to 
Bermuda, where they have since been sta- 
tioned. An investigation was promised 
but it was not made. The insubordination 
creates great excitement in military circles, 
as the guards wore supposed to be the best 
disciplined troops in the British army. 
Public sentiment ia with the soldiers and 
the belief is prevalent that the military 
system of the English army must be 
changed, or no regiment can be relied upon 
to obey the commands of the officers. 


IGNORING HARBISON. 


The Republican League Convention at 


Cincinnati is not the most harmonious' 
body in the world. It 
ia composed of 


politicians whose motto seems to be men, 
not measures. 
Ex-Governor Poraker, of 


Ohio, threw a fire brand among the as- 
semblage by eulogizing Bluine as a man 
who has given us a magmficient adminis- 
tration. This offended the Indiana dele- 
gate, who considered it a slur on. Presi- 
dent Harrison, and he declared he would 
call a meeting to denounce snob treatment 
of the Presidenf. The convention then 
adjourned and stdatives were administered 
to the Indmnians by other delegates who 
construed Foraker'd Ungnage to mean the 
administration of the Stale department. 
The subject was referred to the committee 
on resolutions, and it is probable that to 
mollify the Indianians and pour oil on the 
troubled waters, Harrison, who was ignored 
by the convention, will be lauded in the 
resolutions. 


THE TITLE TO AliGATBAZ. 


The title to Aloatraz Island, which was 


originally a barren rock in the bay of San 
Francisco, is claimed by the heirs and as- 
sociates of the late General J. C. Fremont. 
The island is fortified and garrisoned with 
troops by the Federal Government to pro- 
tect San Francisco from invaders, shoald 
there be any. 
It is also used as a military 


prison where deserters and others sentenced 
by Court Martial serve their sentences. 
There was a missing link in the Fremont 
title, which, it is now alleged, has been 
found by W. B. Covert, of Findiay, Ohio, 
who is one of the claimants under Fremont, 
be having furnished a part of the purchase 
money. This link is in the form of a grant 
from the Mexican Government to one 
Pliaio Temple, the man from whom Fie 
mont made the purchase. The heirs of 
Fremont ask $10,000,000 for the island, 
and, it is said, will bring suit against the 
Government for thit amount.

""HEAVIEST LOCOMOTIVES MADE 


Something About the Monsters for Serv- 


ice In St. Clair Tunnel. 


Philadelphia Times. 


Four engines have just been completed 


by the Baldwin Locomotive "Works for the 
Grand Trunk Railway Company. The] 
are the heaviest locomotives in the world 
weighing when in ruining o-der 195,000 
pounds each—iu fact, so great is their 
weight that it will be necessary to remove 
the cabs and other parts to insure their safe 
passage over some of the bridges they nans 
cross in their route. They will run on 100 
pound rails, as they would soon destroy 
lighter rails. 


The largest engines in use on either the 


Pennsylvania & Beading Railroads, hau 
on the level about 3000 tons, while these 
four will haul upward of 5000 tons on the 
level. Through the St. Clair tunnel, where 
they aro to be uaed, and which has a 
grade of 105 feet to the mile, they are gnar 
anteed to haul 760 gross tons of oars and 
lading, which is equivalent to twenty-five 
or thirty loaded freight cars. 


The locomotives are of the class known 


as tank locomotives, and have no tenders 
but on each side of tbe boiler is a tank with 
a capacity of 2000 gallons. The cab is 
placed on top of the boiler. One conspic- 
uous feature of the locomotives is the ab- 
sence of the pony wheels; the iron inon 
sters are run on five pairs of drivers, each 
50 inches in diameter, with a wheel bas 
of 18 feet 3 inches.

When completed 
it will afford a direct and continuous line 
of connection to the Grand Trunk's line in 
Canada with its line in Michigan, thus 
doing away with tbe ferriage across the 
river.

that, the levy for county purposes will 
result in the collection of a volume in 
excess of the requirement!) of a coanty for 
the current year, the Board of County 
Commissioners shall have power and it is 
made the duty of such board to imme- 
diately meet and reduce the ratio of taxa- 
tion previously levied to each a sum as 
such board ma.r consider sufficient/for the 
reqnisemenlB of such county.

Substance and Form lu Uterary Judgment 


And is it not true that from the nature 


of things the contemporary judgment 
lays most stress on substance, and that 
the "final" judgment ia favorable to 
form? Substantially speaking, how many 
historic things of immense contemporary 
vogue seem insipid to us, whereas scarce- 
ly anything of very great formal merit 
has been allowed to perish? 


In other words, ia there not an element 


of universality about perfection of form 
which significance of thought does not 
possess? or, at any rate, is not perfection 
more nearly attainable in form than it is 
in substance? And nothing is so pre- 
servative as perfection or any approach 
to it. 


One thing is very certain—neglect of 


form involves the sacrifice of an element 
of positive attractiveness as well as of- 
fending positively by perverseness and ec- 
centricity. Whether rhyme and rhythm, 
cadence, purity, (lawlessness, melody 
are essential or not to poetry, the aban- 
donment of the artistic quality which 
they imply is obviously a loss.—Scrib- 
ner's.

part of California had as boundary be- 
tween their districts a low ridge where 
the streams headed. If you should go to 
where one of these streams, Potter river, 
rises you would see still standing a tall 
pile of stones beside a never failing 
spring.

this canii. 
tf the Pomos accepted the 


challenge they tied n string around the 
middle of the three sticks and left them 
in their place. Then agents of both 
tnbts met on neutral ground and ar- 
ranged the time and place of battle, 
which took place accordingly.—St. Nich- 
olas.
